The 
IKA, which is headquartered in Dawson Springs, Kentucky, has been 
identified by the Southern Poverty Law Center (SPLC) as being the 
nation's second largest Klan group, with sixteen chapters in 
eleven states. According to SPLC records, the IKA is one of the 
most distinctive Klan organizations because it aggressively 
cultivates ties with violent, neo-Nazi skinhead groups.

The IKA is closely associated with the Supreme White 
Alliance (SWA), of which an Enterprise Investigation in the 
Louisville Division has been initiated (lOOA-LS-73811). 

According to the Anti-Defamation League (ADL), the Supreme White 
Alliance (SWA) is a racist skinhead group formed in 2007 by 
racist skinheads from several different states. The group is 
relatively small, with about two dozen active members, but SWA is 
notable in that even though its members are mostly in their 20's, 
many already possess a lengthy history of white supremacy, 
including belonging to a variety of other white supremacist 
groups.

However, the information 
received did not ultimately indicate that the IKA as an 
organization is directing its members to conspire to engage in 
criminal activity in furtherance of the goals and objectives of 
the IKA.
